FOREIGN FLASHES. 


Ireland. 
LONDON, December 13.—A Dublin di 


12 5 pateb to the Times says: It is hardly cor - 


rect to say that anarchy prevails in Irelaud, 


* for there is a very distinct and potent Gov- 


‘ernment which is rapidly superseding the 
Imperial Government and is obtaining as- 
cendency. It rules with an iron hand anda 
promptitude which enforces instant obedi- 
ence. Its code is clear, its execution reso- 
jute, its machinery complete and its action 
uniform. Thereisa Government de facto 
and a Government de jure, the former wield- 
ing a power which is felt and fear- 
ed and the latter exhibiting only 
the pomp, but littte reality 
of power. The former is a terror to well- 
doers, the latter no terror to evil-doers. The 
‘law of the Land League is becoming the law 
of the land, and, while the State is too eostly, 
and to a large extent, suspended, the new 
law js eflectively administered cheaply and 


convenientiy. League courts are springing 
up in Various places and people are instruct- 
ed to have their disputes decided by such 
courts and to go no more to sessions. Local 
magistrates in the West of [reland have lately 
been surprised to find no cases brought be- 
fore them except by the police. The people 
have been for some time advised to 
take this course but tbey are now 
beginning to act thereon. As a rule the 
penalties which the said courts have the 
power of inilicting are regardea with more 
dread than those imposed under the statutes. 
Another function of the new Government, 
the levying of taxes, is most effectively ful- 
filled. No rate assigned by lawis half as 
romptly paid as the tax Which the League 
mposed. Licenses to sell at fairs and in 
markets are required bythe new Govern- 
ment and their production is enforced by 
summary process. The only element wanting 
to constitute the new Government is a stand- 
ing army, butthe materials for oneare at 
hand and are being fitted for use when 
called upon. The knowledge of this fact 
creates deeper alarm because with an armed 
and disaflegted population around them the 
loyal subjects of the Queen in many 
places believed that the danger 
which looms beneath itis more formidable 
than the real terror. This fear is rather con- 
tinmed than allayed by the military prepara- 
tions of the Government. andthe arrival of 
the first battalion Cold Stream Guards and 
the order fortwo more regiments of troops 
indicate the authorities,consciousness of im- 
pending danger. : 
THK GOVERNMENT’S DUTY. 
LONDON, December 13.—A Times editorial 
says: It seems too plain that the Irish Gov- 
ernment has already allowed the reign of 
lawlesseess to assume dimensions it should 
never have rearchea. Kemedial legislation, 
which might be proposed and carried under 
better circumstances, carnot be presented to 
urchase peace from highwaymen.

ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


The Wizard ot Menlo Park Tells What 
He is Doing Again. 

New Lokk, December 13.—The electric 
light is again taking possession. of the public 
mind. Thomas A. Edison, the well-known 
inventor, says: I am preparing a test for the 
subdivision of the electric light, and 
will soon have it all ready. I am 
already satisfied, but I wish „to show 
the gentlemen who are to put their money in 
thisthing its practical working before they 
take the step. There is to be no guess work 
about it. We will know exactly the cost of 
everything before we go ahead. Because I 
have been a few months perfecting 
this thing the public said I had failed. 
They forgot there are millions of dollars in- 
vested in gas andthey must not expect one 
little Jerseyman to revolutionize the light of 
the worid and render all this capital useless. 
The light I produce is better and cheaper, and 
those are the two qualities that will kill gas. 
Besides there is no dirt from 
mv light, no danger from escaped 
gas or combustion. The light is incandes- 
cent, asimple light produced by the impact 
of electric particies upon the carbon. Itisa 
clear, steady, unflickering blaze, and pos- 
sesses none of those disagreeable pecu- 
liarities which the public have come 
to associate with the idea of the electric 
light gained from those distressingly glaring 
balls which you see suspended in front 
of theaters and other buildings. The di- 
cukty hitherto has lain in the subdivision of 
the light so as to bring its application within 
the reach of money. A great many 
writers upon the tzubject have declared 
this to be impossible, butitis not so. I have 
proved it. Theelectric light may be fur- 
nished at a cost of something like 8300, 000, - 
000 less than it would have eost py the orig - 
inal method. I calculate the city of New 
York can belighted by nee ata 
cost of something like $2,000,000, which is a 
very reasonabie amount. My light will be 
perfected before a great while. I am work- 
ing very bard now.

WASHINGTON, December 15.—The ‘resolu- 
tion offered by Vest instructing the civil 
service committee to inquire into the 
propriety of such legislation 
as sha require the filling 
of vacancies in tbe Signal Corps and have the 
rank of sergeant by appointment from the 
navy or by promotioninthe corps, led toa 
genera! discussion of the methods of the Sig- 
nal Bureau. The resolution finally was 
amended on motion of Mr. Edamunds 
so that inquiry shall be made by the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs. As so amended the 
resolution was adopted. 

On motion ef Senator Randolph the bill for 
the relief of Fitz John Porter was taken up 
by 35 to35, a party vote except that Senator 
Hoar voted aye. 

Mr. Kandoiph offeredthe amendment an- 
nourced by him a few days ago. 

Edmunds moved to amend limiting to one 
vear from the passage of the bill, the time 
within which Porter’s restoration to the army 
can be made: so that if the present or next 
President should not see fit to restore him 
the bill should not live until future adminis- 
tration. This was rejected by a parey vote, 
except that Senaters Davis, of Lilinois, and 
McDonald voted aye.

House. 
WASHINGTON, December 13.—Mr. Town- 


send, of Ohio, presented the credentials of E. 


B. Taylor as member-elect ¢rom the Nine- 
teenth District of Ohio, President-elect Gar - 
field’s district. 

Mr. Hurd. of Ohio, the credentials having 
been read, objected to Mr. Taylor being 
sworn in, and moved that the credentials be 
referred to the committee on elections. 

Mr. McKinney, of Ohio—On what grounds? 

Mr. Hurd stated that on May 15, 1878, the 
law had been passed by the Oaio Legislature 
creating the Nineteenth District. 

Mr. Butterworth (inverrupting)—The cer- 
tificate of election is regular on its face, is it 
not? 

Mr. Hurd—I take it it is not. sroceeaing, 
he said: Gen. Garfield had been eleeted from 
the Nineteenth District as it had been com- 
posed under the law of 1878. In 1880 the law 
of 1878 had been repealed and a new 
district created—the ground upon 
which Taylor rested bis claim. The vacancy 
which had been created by the resignation of 
Garfield from the old Nineteenth District 
might be filled by an election held within the 
territory which had formerly composed that 
district. This claim he submitted was with- 
out foundation. Garfela’s resignation could 
not cecasion a vacancy in that district and 
therefore on the face of the certificate it was 
patentthat Tavior had not the right to sit in 
the House. The whole trouble was with the 
Legislature of Ohio, which had passed a law 
whereby 380,000 people would have 
fifteen representatives in the 
next Congress, while 30,000 
would only have five representatives, with - 
out making provision for vacancies. Let the 
Legislature of Ohio bearthe blame, and let 
not the House seat a man elected from a dis- 
trict which had no existence. 

Mr. McKinley argued that, assuming there 
was any foree in the objection made bv his 
colleague, Mr. Hurd, the member elected had 
a prima facie right to his seat. The objection 
should 80 to the committee on 
election, but in the meantime the member- 
elect should not be deprived of his right to 
represent the Nineteenth District. 

After some further discussion Mr. Hurd 
withdrew his objection, and Mr. Taylor hav- 
ing qualified, moved the credentials be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Elections. 
Agreed to.

A BUDDHIST WANTS COMPANY. 

Sr. Lovis, February 16, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have been thinking frequently lately that 
there should be some united action among 
those in St. Louis who hold the Buddhist faith, 
for Jam convinced that quite a uumber of 
gentlemen are prepared to assent fully to the 
mild teachings of Siddartha, and itis quite 
certain that no truer companionship, no more 
interesting circle could be formed than that 
which those holding this creed could insti- 
tute.

I have only been in it two months, but have 
seen a great deal of it. We entered Canada 
first. Canada remimded me much 
of England. When entering the 
States, we stopped at Niagara 
Falls.

Busy place. Everybody walksso fast. Then 
went to Chicago. Wonderful town. Saw 
the burned district. The rebuilding of that 
city sonnds like a fairy tale. Hotels the finest 
ever seen. Equal to the grandest hotels of 
Paris. London has nothing like them. Vis- 
ited the parks. Fine parks, but inferior to 
those of Europe. I was astonisbed at the 

reat number of ſine houses and those jolly 
ittie road-wagons, that look as light as 
paper. Have been in St. Louis but a 
few days. Took a drive through the parks 
to-day. Shaw’s Garden is the finest of its 
kindjin the world. Visited the bridge. Iam 
lostin wonder. Notice you have horribl 
dirty streets andagreat many negroes.

CAVE DWELLERS. 
Prof. Dawkins on Prehistoric Man— 
Remarkable Discoveries. 
From a Report ofa Lectuce in N. I. Times. 

There were great climatal changes in Eu- 
yope during the Pleistocene age. The tem- 
erature gradually lowered, and in the north 
arge masves of ice spread over certain re- 
gions. When the temperature was lowest the 
poripern avimals advanced furthest to the 
eoutb, and when the temperature was warm- 
€s3 the southern animals advanced furthest 
to the vorth, and from the intimate associa- 
tion of thew remains in ancient river deposits 
aud ip caves it may be inferred that the win- 
ters were very cold and the summers very 
warm. Besides the seasonal variations there

They indicate a prime- 
val condition of savagery from which man- 
kind bas emerged, which was uniform over 
the whole of this area. It is not a littiestrange 
that the river drift hunter should have used 
implements of precisely the same shape and 
material in the Indian jurgles, in 
the forest- glad shores of the Nediter- 
yanean, avd in the wilds of Middle 
and Northern Europe. No human rem uns 
assignable to tbis age are sufficiently perfect 
tc allow of our 
physique, but thev tell us be was a man aod 
not a missing link.“ The researches of 
Dr. Abbott on the river cravels of Trenton 
appear to establish the fact that the river- 
friftman was an inhabitantof America dur- 
ing the time when the mimmoth was living 
nm the valley of the Delaware. The paleolithic 
impuements of the ante-pleistocene river beds 
are rude and simple, althouch they show a 
considerable advance from the simple flake, 
brich is the only trace left by the man ofthe 
middie pleistocene. As regards the manof 
that period, it is probable that the plateau of 
Lentral Asia was the verter from which ike 
yave diverged. 

We willnow, said the lecturer, take the 
point of view offered by the caves of Cres- 
well, in Yorksbire. On the bottom of these 
eaves were found river-drift implements in 
association with vast numbers of gnawed 
bones of both living and extinet animals, 
brought in by hvenas. while in the upper 
poriyons were found tmpiements of a higher 
type, composed of flint and carved bone. 
Among these was theincised tirure of a horse: 
these imply a higher type than that of the 
river-dritt. and belong toa state of culture 
kbown asthatoftbe cave man. It seems to 
be upcuestionable that the cave men were 
preceded in their habitations by the river- 
drift men, in some places atieast, and that 
of the two sets of implements new 
feund the ruder belongs to the latter race. It 
has been a debated question whether the civ- 
Mention of the cave min was the outcome of 
the devetopment of tha! of the river-drift 
men. The evidence seensto indicate tbat 
they must be classed either astwo distinct 
races or as two sections 97 the same race, 
which found their way o Europe at widely 
different times—tbe river-drift men being of 
far greaier antijuity in Europe than the 
others. The discoveries of late years tend to 
cortirm the identitication of the cave men 
withthe k*yuimaux. We infer that the cave 
en clothed themselves with skins, for in- 
siiuments for dressing skins are found pre- 
cisely like those now employed for that pur- 
pore bythe ksquimaux. Tbhatthey wore cloves 
ie tbewn by carvings which represent them, 
and there is reason to believe that they were 
inthe habit of décorating their persons in 
Various Ways.

Death of Jim Keéene’s Celebrated “Blue 
Gewn,’’ at Sea. 
From the New York Times, 10th. 


Turfmen tb hout the country will jearn 
with regres that Blue Gown, tne famous win- 
ner of the Derby in 1868, for whom Mr. James 
R. Keene paid $20,000, died on the voyage to 
this country, having been shipped in the 
steamer Victoria, which left London Novem- 
ber 13, and arrived here yesterday. The ves- 
gel had been tossed by rough seas until her 
rudder broke on the 25tb, and no doubt Blue 
Gown. from severe suffering, was ruptured 
by being knocked about, and was then wn 
overboard. Notonivisthe death of Blue 
Gown a great loss to Mr. Keene, but breeders 
of thorough · breds and turfmen generally will 
feel it, for the arrival of the horse had been 
eageriy anticipated for more than a week 
pa‘t. Toe sympathy of the sporting public 
will go out to Mr. Keene, as be nas shown 
much enterprise in his brief turf career. 

The suceess of imported stallions in this 
country, from Glencoe to the days of Aus- 
traiian, Bonnie Scotiand, Phaeton, and Leam- 
ington, has induced breedersto look abroad 
for sires to cress with native mares, and Mr. 
Keene followed closely in the path of Mr. 
Lorillard in paying large prices for high bred 
stock. The recent arrival of the famous Mor- 
timer had kindled the enthusiasm in behalf 
of Blue Gown, and the announcement of his 
death at this time will be received with gen- 
eral regret, especially as it is understood that 
Mr. Keene intends to enter largely into the 
business of breeding thorough-bred horses 
for the turf. In buying Biue Gown, Mr. Keene 
secured not only a highly bred anima!, but a 
fine race-horse, forsucu he proved during 
his shortand eminent career on theturf. Blue 
Gown was bred by Sir Joseph Hawley in 1865, 
and was described when athree-year old as a 
bay in color, and about fifteen hands two in- 
ches in height. He was sired by Beadsman 
(son of Weatherbit and Mendicant), who 
wonthe Derby in 1858, and his dam was Bas 
Blue, by Stackwell, out of Vexatien, by 
Toucbstone, sotbat the horse was cioselyre- 
lated tothe Whalebonefamily. He made his 
debut at Ascot asa two-year old, winning the 
Summer Hill Stakes, half a mile, in which he 
defeated a field often. In all he started six 
times that year, and won three times, clos- 
ing bis baby year’? by winnin’ the Clear- 
well Stakes at Doncaster. At this time Sir 
Rosicrucian and 
Green Sleeves, and was of opinion that either 
of the three was capable of winning the Der- 
by.

Some ofthe Big Prizesin the Lottery 
of Literature. 
From the New Lom ‘Times, 

The 460,000 received by Lord Beaconpstieid 
for his last novel is believed to represent the 
largest amount given in England for any 
work of tiction. Scott received $40,000 for 
W ocdstock,and George Eliot the same amount 
for Middlemarch. Bulwer Lytton’s earlier 
novels, even when he was the rage, did 
not bring him in more than from 583,000 to 
$5,000, but he subsequently received hand- 
some amounts for the copyright of a col- 
lective edition. Lord Beaconstield’s earlier 
novels, notwithstanding the success of the 
first, Vivian Grey, had a very limited sale, and 
could be bought for nextto nothing within a 
few months of publication. They never de- 
came in general request as components of a 
library, and in England were onty read with 
interest by persons familiar with political 
and social life. Coningsby excited by far the

THE MEXICAN EXCURSION. 


A Few interesting Points From the 
Pen of Consul Cahill. 


Sr. Louts. December 11, 1880. 
To the Editor of the l’ost-Dispatch: 

For the information of the public, and in 
answer to numerous inquiries from persons 
in and out of the city, Lask the privilege of 
alittle spacein your paper, so that those 
who intend going to Mexico on the proposed 
excursion, or at any othertime, may be in- 
formed as tothe meaps of communication 
and other matters of importance. There are 
at present two regular steam lines from New 
Orleans and Galveston, respectively. §The 
N. O. steamship takes six to seven days to 
make the trip to Vera Cruz, because of the 
greater distance, and on account of stopping 
on the route at Bagdad (Matamoras), Tam- 

ico and Tuxpan. 

The trip from Galveston to Vera Cruz is 
made direct, and in about two or three days.

An Important Event to St. Louis— 
All Parties Reticent in 
the Matter. 


Extent of the Iron Mountain and South- 
ern R. R.—It's Stock and Officers 
—Jay Gould’s Gigantic — 
Schemes. 


Early this morning the Post-DISPATCH 
received information from a reliable source 


to the effect that Jay Gould or the 
Jay Gould syndicate was negotiating 
for the Iron Mountain Railroad 


or had actually made the purchase. Nothing 
of this kind would be surprising after what 
Gould has already done.. To get possession 
of the Iron Mountain would be only carrying 
out the grand scheme of consolidating all 
the important lines of road in the Southwest. 
The action ofthe Iron Mountain stock and 
New York for the lastfew days has been 
indicative of something unusual 


regarding the road. Since Thursday 
of last week it had advanced nearly ten cents 
onthe dollar, having sold on that day at 41 
and selling Saturday as high as 493-4. This 
morning it opened at 48 1-4and soon advanc - 
ed to 49 1-4, but has been irregular most of 
the day. A reporter of this paper called 
up at the general oflices of the Iron Moun- 
tain Road, but found Mr. Thomas Allen ab- 
sent. His son, 

Mk. W. R. ALLEN, | 
the second vice-president of the company, 
was there, and was not surprised when asked 
about the report. He very frankly admitted 
thatthe purchase had been freely talked 
of lately, but said he was not aware the sale 
had been consummated. 

**Do you think it probable,’ said the re- 
porter, “that it will be consummated?’ 

‘*I think it possible. 1 have no doubt he 
would seil f a sufficient price were offered. 
(Do you think Mr. Gould and his friends 
want the road!“

The road, as itnow stands, was orgin‘zel 
by consolidation, May 6, 1874, of the St. 
Louis and Iron Mountain, the Arkansas 
Brancb, the Cairo and Fulton, and the Cairo, 
Arkansas and Texas Railread Com- 
panies. In the consol dation, the capital 
stock was fixed at $26,500,000. In 1875 tue 
bondholders agreed to fund two years’ cou- 
pons, full payment to be resumed in Novem- 
ber, 1876. The company failing to pay on that 
date, a scheme of half payment in cash 
was adopted to continue till November 27, 
1878, the deferred coupons and half coupons 
to be funded in certificates in 1880 to 1883. 
This arrangement was carried 
into effect, the consolidated bonds and 
unpaid coupons being placed with the Union 
Trust Company. and the first and second pre- 
ferred income bonds being issued. The pay- 
ment of interest on the divisional mortgage 
bonds was reserved in full, and the coupons 
paid in fu)l as presented.

For 1879 the 
total earnmgs amounted to $5,292,611 
and the total expenditures to $2,920,000, so 
that the net gain was $2,372,000. For the first 
four months of the - year 1880 the earnings 
showed a net increase of 84 per cent 
over those of the same period in 1879. The 
earnings during the balance of the year have 


been equally satisfactory.

Interesting Action of the Board of 
Directors at Their Meeting. 


The last regular meeting of the present 
Board of Directors of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change washeldto-day. In consideration of 
the fact that the Exchange is now in a very 
prosperous condition—315,000 to $14,- 
600 in the treasury—and

Concerning the question of taxing the 
receiver’s salary as Costs, the 
Statutes of the State render unnecessary = ny 
consideration of the amount, chancery prac- 
tice and furnish tothe court controlling au- 
thority. Section 3600 R. S. 1879. 
tion 3661 and 3662 are quoted as authority. 
These sections are the same in Wacner’s 
statutes, which were iu force at the time the 
receiver Was appointed in 
cause. Plaintiff’s counsel 
that the receivership contemplated 
in these sections is that of a fund deposited 
in ceurt pending litigation concerning it, and 
that the statute does not apply to a receiver - 
ship of an active pusiness like that now be- 
fore the Court. In the case of the State ex 
rel. Fichtenkam vs. Gambs, 68 Mo. 281, the 
Supreme Court has put a different 
construction upon the statute. 
Hough, J., speaking for the Court 
relating to the sections of the statute above
